WE’RE  ON  THE  WAY! 


Those  clients  with  good  memories  and/or  copies  of  our  Bulletin  dating  back  to 
November  1969  will  no  doubt  detect  a  similarity  in  the  title  of  this  piece  and  the  one 
appearing  in  that  issue.  The  reason  is,  of  course,  that,  as  reported  in  these  pages 
some  months  ago,  we  are  moving  to  new  premises.  Not  that  we  were*  too  unhappy 
with  the  old,  but  it  is  a  little  difficult  to  conduct  an  efficient  numismatic  business,  let 
alone  be  secure,  when  one's  landlord  decides  that  he  must  remove  the  roof  and 
entirely  refurbish  the  whole  of  the  inside.  I  well  remember  encountering  a  somewhat 
similar  situation,  albeit  very  briefly,  some  years  ago  when  visiting  a  colleague  in 
Rome.  The  experience,  apart  from  one’s  natural  pleasure  at  being  in  the  eternal  city, 
was  not  a  happy  one.  The  amount  of  dust,  scaffolding,  workmen  and  inconvenience 
was  awe  inspiring;  as  a  result,  we  have  decided  to  move. 

Happily,  we  shall  not  be  too  far  away  from  Audley  House;  number  eight 
Cavendish  Square  is  less  than  five  minutes  walk  away  and  is  situated  on  the  corner 
of  Cavendish  Square  and  Cavendish  Place  which  runs  into  Upper  Regent  Street, 
which  in  turn  leads  to  the  B.B.C.  building. 

The  premises  are  situated  on  the  ground  floor  and  clients  visiting  us  will,  of  course, 
find  our  sign  outside  with  the  royal  coat  of  arms  prominently  displayed.  There  is  also 
a  tasteful  selection  of  shrubbery  by  the  door.  Those  who  decide  to  visit  us  by  car  will 
find  adequate  car  parking  facilities  in  the  National  Car  Park  which  is  located  below 
Cavendish  Square.  After  some  experience  motorised  clients  will  no  doubt  be  able  to 
select  the  correct  stairway  from  the  nether  regions  to  enable  them  to  emerge 
immediately  outside  our  premises. 

Fortunately  there  is  not  too  much  internal  work  to  be  done  although  there  will,  of 
course,  be  some  required  to  take  account  of  our  type  of  business.  In  any  event, 
visitors  can  be  assured  of  a  warm  welcome,  even  though  we  may  ask  them  to  bear 
with  us  whilst  some  alterations  take  place.  We  would  also  ask  clients  who  wish  to 
write  to  us  not  to  rely  on  their  memory  and  simply  dash  off  a  letter  to  Audley  House 
as  has  been  their  practice  in  the  past.  Please  remember  that  we  are  moving  and  that 
our  full  address  from  the  4th  March  will  be  8  Cavendish  Square,  London  W 1M  OAJ. 
Our  telephone  number  too  will  be  altered  and  we  will  have  five  lines  beginning  with 
631-3707. 

Fifteen  years  is  not  a  long  time  to  spend  in  the  same  building;  in  fact  it  only  seems 
like  yesterday  that  we  moved  to  Audley  House.  Eight  Cavendish  Square  is  the  fourth 
home  that  we  have  occupied  since  Bert  Seaby  founded  the  company  in  1926  and  we 
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have  always  been  in  the  same  area;  Oxford  Circus  House,  65  Great  Portland  Street, 
Audley  House  and  now  Cavendish  Square.  Each  of  these  venues  has  been  unique  in 
its  way.  Oxford  Circus  House  which  we  occupied  from  our  foundation  until  the 
middle  of  1933  saw  the  establishment  of  the  company  during  the  general  strike  of 
1926  and  then  on  into  the  slump  both  in  this  country  and  the  U.S.A.  Nevertheless, 
many  fine  collections  came  our  way,  not  the  least  of  them  being  the  E.  H.  Wheeler 
collection  of  English  silver  which  included  many  pieces  from  the  reign  of  Stephen. 

In  August  1933  we  moved  to  Great  Portland  Street  and  here  we  remained  for  36 
years.  Thirty  six  years  of  expansion  which  encompassed  the  second  world  war  when 
bombs  fell  too  close  for  comfort  on  the  Queen’s  Hall  and  St.  George's  Hall.  Our 
windows  were  broken  and  a  bomb  splinter  embedded  itself  in  one  of  our  volumes  of 
B.M.C.  Greek.  Collections  seemed  to  flow  into  the  premises  in  ever  increasing 
numbers  and  size,  Carthew,  Summers,  Hanson,  Carlyon-Britton  to  name  but  a  few. 

In  December  1969  we  moved  to  Audley  House  and  in  these  offices  we  experienced 
both  the  tremendous  rise  in  coin  prices  and  the  withdrawal  of  much  of  the  American 
investor  money  with  the  consequent  drop  in  coin  values.  In  common  with  most  other 
numismatic  companies  our  staff  slimmed  down  also.  Our  business  methods  changed; 
we  stopped  dealing  in  war  medals  and  decorations  on  a  day  to  day  basis  and  only 
handled  particularly  important  items  for  special  clients.  Conversely,  we  began  to  deal 
in  antiquities  under  the  careful  and  knowledgable  guidance  of  Peter  Clayton.  This 
department  is  now  very  successful  and  we  are  constantly  on  the  look  out  for  items  or 
collections  of  importance. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  purchasing  of  coin  collections,  we  naturally  act  on  com¬ 
mission  for  clients  at  auction  sales.  In  recent  years  we  have  published  medals  to  com¬ 
memorate  particularly  important  events.  Our  medal  commemorating  the  raising  of 
the  Mary  Rose  proved  very  popular  and  helped  to  provide  welcome  funds  for  the 
raising  and  preservation  of  this  important  ship.  We  have  also  undertaken  the  design 
and  manufacture  of  medals  for  clients. 

For  a  few  years  we  dealt  in  second  hand  and  antiquarian  books  on  a  large  scale 
and  we  had,  of  course,  always  maintained  a  comprehensive  stock  of  new  books. 
These  we  regretfully  found  to  be  uneconomic  to  handle  on  a  large  scale  and  now  we 
simply  maintain  a  stock  of  the  more  popular  titles.  Our  own  publications,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  assumed  an  increasing  importance  over  the  years  and  constitute  a 
ready  and  useful  series  of  reference  works  for  the  collector;  we  anticipate  publishing 
many  more  in  the  future. 

Numismatics  has  changed  considerably  during  the  past  fifteen  years — 
undoubtedly  to  the  benefit  of  the  collector.  Good  coins  and  medals  are  now  available 
at  not  unreasonable  prices  and  with  the  strength  of  the  dollar  our  American  cousins 
have  such  an  advantage  that  its  a  wonder  to  me  that  there  are  any  numismatic 
specimens  at  all  left  in  the  U.K.  It  remains  to  be  seen  what  the  next  decade  and  a  half 
will  bring  in  the  numismatic  world  but  it  will  no  doubt  be  interesting  and  Seaby  are 
looking  forward  to  it  in  their  new  premises  with  enthusiasm.

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EDITORIAL 


It  would  appear  that  the  few  lines  at  the  top  of  “Numismatic  Diary”  in  the  last  issue 
have  been  misunderstood,  at  least  by  some.  It  has  been  suggested  that  we  were  trying 
to  extract  money  from  impecunious  and  much  beleaguered  numismatic  societies  by 
charging  them  £3  to  have  their  meetings  listed  in  the  BULLETIN. 

Nothing  of  the  sort  was  ever  intended  and  we’re  sorry  if  our  method  of 
phraseology  left  itself  open  to  misinterpretation. 

The  intention  was  to  extend  the  scope  of  this  feature  to  include  not  only  society 
meetings  but  other  numismatic  events,  such  as  fairs  and  auctions.  The  sentence  “A 
nominal  fee  of  £3  will  guarantee  insertion”  was  therefore  added  for  two  reasons.  The 
first  was  to  protect  ourselves  if  an  event  was  not  included  through  lack  of  space  and 
the  second  was  to  give  the  organisers  of  a  function  the  option  of  guaranteeing  that 
their  listing  was  included  by  paying  a  nominal  fee.  It  was  primarily  directed  at  com¬ 
mercial  enterprises. 

We  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  we  consider  the  listing  of  numismatic  society 
meetings  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  Seaby  service  and  hope  that  secretaries  will 
continue  to  send  details  of  their  society  meetings  for  inclusion  in  the  BULLETIN  “as 
space  permits”. 

Good  relations  with  numismatic  societies  are  important  to  us.  Societies  foster 
numismatics  and  therefore  it  is  in  our  interest  to  foster  societies.  Later  this  year  we 
hope  to  publish  a  Directory  of  Numismatic  Societies  and  invite  secretaries  who  have 
not  yet  sent  us  details  to  do  so  at  once.  The  Directory  will  include  the  name  and 
address  of  the  secretary  and  the  normal  place  of  meeting. 

This  has  been  done  in  the  past  and  we  would  also  like  to  revive  another  feature  of 
the  BULLETIN  which  was  the  reporting  of  society  meetings,  provided  they  are  of 
general  interest.  If  it  is  considered  that  a  speaker  has  contributed  a  particularly 
interesting  paper  do  send  us  a  precis  of  it  and  we  will  endeavour  to  publish  it  for  the 
benefit  of  others. 

The  “new  look”  BULLETIN  received  a  mixed  reception  as  we  expected  it  would. 
Not  many  of  our  subscribers  put  their  opinions  in  writing  and  those  that  did  are 
published  in  this  issue.  We  are  not  uncritical  of  it  ourselves.  For  one  thing,  through 
some  misunderstanding,  the  paper  on  which  it  was  printed  was  not  the  one  agreed 
upon  and,  because  of  this,  the  cover  and  the  illustrations  lacked  their  previous 
sparkle.  Time  is  always  the  great  enemy  in  periodical  publishing  and,  given  more  of 
it,  some  things  might  have  been  done  a  little  differently.  However,  we  make  no 
excuses.  We  must  be  judged  on  the  finished  product  and  nothing  else. 

One  thing  we  can  tell  you.  By  early  February,  despite  a  normal  print  run,  our 
stocks  of  the  last  issue  had  completely  run  out,  so,  whether  you  liked  it  or  hated  it, 
hang  on  to  your  copies — they  might  be  collectors’  items  one  day!

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Following  the  publication  of  mv  note  A  Possible 
Monetary  Crisis  in  the  Early  1130’s  in  the 
November  1984  BULLETIN  I  received  a  letter 
from  Ian  Stewart  drawing  my  attention  to  a  paper 
he  wrote  on  the  Sussex  Mints  ( The  South  Saxons , 
Ed.  P.  F.  Brandon).  In  the  section  on  Henry  I  (pp. 
120-3)  he  comments  on  the  reduction  of  mints  in 
type  XV  and  speculates  whether  this  was  a 
delayed  result  of  the  Winchester  inquisition. 

Using  the  only  known  Pipe  Roll  of  the  reign. 
1129/30.  he  equates  Boneface  of  Hastings  with 
Boneface  the  Hastings  monever.  the  most  prolific 
of  the  Sussex  type  XIV  moneyers.  As  the  entry 
suggests  he  was  already  dead  and  therefore  type 
XIV  must  have  started  before  I  129  he  speculates 
that  only  the  last  three  types  followed  the  inquisi 
tion  which  possibly  resulted  in  a  lengthening  of 
the  period  of  issue.  It  also  means  the  dates 
suggested  bv  Dolley,  particularly  the  later  issues, 
are  unacceptable. 

My  thanks  to  Ian  Stewart  for  pointing  out  this 
reference.  However  the  lengthening  of  the  period 
of  issue  would  not.  of  course,  explain  why  there 
was  a  lack  of  continuity  in  moneyers  between 
types  XIV  and  XV.— DAVID  WALKER, 
Sheffield. 

Having  received  the  "new  look"  BULLETIN  a 
few  days  ago  1  thought  1  would  offer  a  few  com 
ments.  as  without  comments  you  won't  know  the 
customers'  opinion ! 

On  the  whole  of  course  there  is  no  basic  change 
in  the  content,  so  the  usefulness  changes  from 
month  to  month  depending  on  what  I  find  of 
interest  to  me.  The  content  therefore  serves  to 
keep  me  in  touch  with  what  is  going  on  in 
numismatic  thought,  and  I'm  sure  it  will  continue 
to  do  this. 

1  can't  say  I  like  the  cover  treatment 
though— to  put  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  same 
coin  at  different  sizes  is  just  not  on.  I  used  to  like 
the  old  presentation  of  coins  for  sale  and  got  quite 
used  to  looking  through  the  plates — though  I 
suppose  I  shall  get  used  to  the  new  method. 

I  don't  like  the  Diary  page.  The  interest  in  the 
page  for  most  readers  I'm  sure  is  to  see  what 
other  societies  are  doing.  When  they  do  it  is 
secondary.  I'm  sure  most  of  us  only  get  to  one 
society  meeting  a  month,  perhaps  two.  so  the  loca¬ 
tion  becomes  the  main  interest,  and  I  would 
therefore  prefer  a  return  to  the  alphabetical  listing. 

The  overall  impression  I  get,  helped  by  the 
cover  colour  and  the  advertisements  spread 
throughout,  is  that  it  seems  rather  like  Coin 
Monthly.  In  other  words  it  has  perhaps  got  more 


popular  appeal,  which  is  possibly  your  aim.  If  the 
next  issue  has  a  green  or  blue  cover,  then  I'll  know' 
it  is!

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THE  CAPRARA  FORGERIES  by  Philip 
Kinns.  Royal  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Inter¬ 
national  Association  of  Professional 
Numismatists,  London  and  Basle,  1984.

Forgers  so  well  known  as  Becker  and 
Christodoulos  and  whose  work  has  been 
extensively  catalogued  and  commented  on  have 
overshadowed  the  work  of  Caprara  who 
flourished  in  the  1820s.  first  in  Smyrna  and  then 
on  Syros  in  the  Aegean.  Dr  Kinns  has  now,  after 
extensive  study,  published  a  work  that  brings 
Caprara  out  into  the  light.  Although  exposed  in  a 
little  known  and  rare  publication  by  Domenico 
Sestini  in  1826.  Caprara  seems  to  have  slipped 
into  the  shadows.  His  work  is  still  dangerous,  as 
Dr  Kinns  demonstrates  by  the  number  of  pieces 
that  have  appeared  in  catalogues,  museums  and 
sales,  this  century.  He  produced  some  76 
forgeries,  ranging  quite  widely  across  the  Greek 
series.  Some,  such  as  the  tiny  Ombite  Nome 
(Egypt)  bronze  seem  hardly  worth  the  trouble; 
others,  such  as  the  rather  crude  copy  of  the 
unique  Attic  weight  tetradrachm  in  the  British 
Museum  that  comes  from  an  uncertain  Mace¬ 
donian  mint  and  shows  two  girls  lifting  an 
amphora,  seem  too  obvious,  but  Dr  Kinns  has 
located  nine  specimens  of  this  particular  piece. 

The  main  text  outlines  what  is  known  of 
Caprara  and  examines  his  work,  some  of  the 
reasons,  where  known,  that  gave  rise  to  individual 
forgeries  and  notes  how  some  are  based  on 
perfectly  genuine  coins,  some  even  repeat  mis¬ 
prints  on  the  coin's  legend  taken  from  printed 
works  and  others  are  creations  of  new  denomina¬ 
tions  or  types  that  could  conceivably  be  accept¬ 
able  in  the  light  of  numismatic  knowledge  of  the 
period.  Caprara  obviously  seems  to  have  been 
perfectly  aware  of  what  was  happening  in  the  coin 
trade  in  the  1820s,  and  what  was  wanted.  The 
catalogue  lists  76  forgeries  (as  many  as  possible 
are  illustrated  from  actual  specimens  or.  failing 
that,  original  line  drawings).  Supplements  of 
possible  additions  to  Caprara's  oeuvre  take  the 
number  up  to  91  pieces.  If  Caprara  had  any  fail¬ 
ings  in  his  productions  they  are  the  fact  that  he 
did  not  pay  sufficient  attention  to  the  weights  of 
the  pieces  or  to  the  die  axes.  Both  these  factors 
were,  however,  hardly  looked  at  when  he  was 
working  in  the  1820s. 

Dr  Kinns  gave  a  brilliant  preview  of  his 
publication  in  a  paper  presented  at  the  Royal 


Numismatic  Society  and  your  reviewer  remem¬ 
bers  it  well  as  one  which  was  of  stimulating 
interest.  To  now  have  the  whole  work  in  print  is  a 
bonus.  This  book  is  an  essential  volume  for  all 
interested  in  the  Greek  series,  let  alone  the 
specialists  in  forgeries.  Many  people  will  need  to 
look  at  some  of  their  pieces  with  a  new,  perhaps 
jaundiced  eye.  No  doubt  the  publication  will  now 
bring  other  examples  of  Caprara's  work  to  light. 
Dr  Kinns  rightly  warns  us  “that  long  pedigrees, 
and  acceptance  in  respected  monographs,  are  not 
of  themselves  guarantees  of  authenticity”.  This  is 
a  major  and  important  publication  in  the  field  of 
study  of  Greek  numismatics.  .  Peter  Clayton

One  of  the  functions  of  The  Silver  Institute  is  to 
provide  technical  assistance  to  the  world's  central 
banks,  ministries  of  finance  and  mints,  in  their 
issuance  of  silver  coinage. 

The  Institute  also  publishes  an  annual  survey  of 
the  world's  silver  coinage  and  the  latest  volume 
gives  details  of  every  mintage  issued  in  1983  with 
descriptions  of  designs,  dimensions,  weights, 
fineness,  pure  silver  content,  the  number  of  coins 
in  each  issue,  and  the  amount  of  silver  used.  Each 
country's  products  are  listed  separately  and 
worldwide  totals  are  contained  in  a  summary. 

It  shows  that  9,921,868  troy  ounces  of  pure 
silver  were  used  in  making  the  world's  silver 
coinage  in  1 983,  as  compared  with  9.25 1 ,840  troy 
ounces  in  1982  and  5,904,842  troy  ounces  in 
1981. 

The  264  silver  coinages  issued  in  1983  were 
authorised  by  77  countries  and  struck  by  30 
different  mints.  21  of  these  countries  had  not 
issued  silver  coins  the  previous  year. 

Leading  the  field  in  the  issue  of  silver  coins 
were  Venezuela  with  30  million  Bolivares,  Sweden 
with  60  million  Kroner,  France  with  half  a  billion 
Francs  and  Austria  with  one  and  a  quarter  billion 
Schillings. 

All  statistics  have  been  verified  by  the 
monetary  authorities  concerned  and  the  book 
gives  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  mint  which 
struck  the  issue. 

In  these  days  of  ever  increasing  prices  it  is 
unusual  to  see  a  price  reduction.  Previous  editions 
have  been  offered  at  $15  each — the  price  for  the 
1 983  edition  has  been  lowered  to  $7.

British  public  derides  ‘Maggie"  £1  coin.  The 

British  £1  coin  is  meeting  stiff  resistance  since  the 
Nov.  12  announcement  that  after  the  end  of  the 
year  the  production  of  the  £1  bank  note  will  cease 
permanently. 

Already  it  is  being  dubbed  the  "Maggie”.  Some 
say  it  is  hard,  rough  at  the  edges  and  thinks  it’s 
a  sovereign — a  reference  to  Prime  Minister 
Margaret  Thatcher. 

Shopkeepers  are  reportedly  saying  "sorry  mate. 
I'll  have  to  give  you  one  of  these.”  when  giving 
out  the  £1  com  in  change. 

Mrs.  Regina  Dollar,  organizer  of  the  National 
Consumer's  Protection  Council  campaign  known 
as  "Save  the  Pound  Notes”,  said:  "We  go  round 
talking  to  people  out  shopping  and  even  we  are 
amazed  bv  the  number  of  people  who  refuse  to 
accept  the  coins  in  their  change.  It's  a  piffling  little 
coin — -and  absolutely  unsatisfactory. 

"We  want  to  urge  consumers  to  lobby  their 
MPs  (Members  of  Parliament).  If  they  don’t  the 
public  are  going  to  find  that  their  purses  and 
pockets  are  even  more  loaded  than  before,"  she 
said. 

There  are  560  million  £1  notes  in  circulation 
currently:  however,  only  180  million  £1  coins  out 
of  the  570  million  struck  since  April  21,  1983,  are 
reportedly  in  circulation. 

Peter  Bruinvels,  a  Tory  in  Parliament 
representing  Leicester  East,  tabled  a  Commons 
motion  deploring  the  decision  to  phase  out  the 
pound  note.  He  said:  "The  savings  involved  in  this 
move  are  just  not  worth  it.  There  are  plenty  of 
pen  pushers  who  could  be  axed  instead." 

Printing  costs  of  about  £3  million  are  expected 
to  be  saved  as  a  result  of  the  move  during  1985 
alone.  The  British  Royal  Mint  estimates  that 
within  one  year  there  will  be  some  600  million  of 
the  coins  in  circulation. 

It  costs  2-f  pence  to  mint  each  £1  coin,  com 
pared  to  H  pence  for  each  note.  The  notes 
currently  have  a  life  expectancy  of  10  months, 
while  it  is  expected  that  the  coins  can  circulate  for 
up  to  40  years  each. 

Traditionalists  scoffed  70  years  ago  when  the 
£note  was  first  used  as  a  substitute  for  the  gold 
sovereign  which  had  been  introduced  in  1489 
under  Henry  VII.  At  that  time  they  referred  to  it 
as  "mere  paper”. 

With  the  demise  of  the  £1  note  it  joins  a  list  of 
paper  money  replaced  by  coins  which  includes-the 
French  10  franc,  the  West  German  5  Deutsche 
mark,  the  Swiss  5  franc  and  the  Japanese  500 
yen. 

The  Times  of  London,  recently  noted  that  the 


U.S.Sl  is  now  the  only  significant  paper  survivor 
which  is  worth  less  than  £1. 

Sir  Peter  Mills,  a  Parliament  member  represent¬ 
ing  Torridge  and  West  Devon,  said:  "Sym¬ 
bolically,  it  is  very  bad.”  He  said  that  he  would 
ask  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to  reconsider 
the  decision. 

The  Nov.  12  decision  does  not  affect  the  bank 
notes  issued  for  use  in  Scotland.  However,  Ian 
Stewart,  Economic  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 
said  that  a  change  may  occur  there  also. 

Stewart  said  that  £1  notes  have  become 
nothing  more  than  loose  change,  stuffed  into 
people's  pockets  rather  than  into  their  wallets, 
causing  them  to  wear  out  faster  than  before  infla¬ 
tion  took  its  toll  on  their  purchasing  power. 

He  said:  “They  are  treated  more  like  bank 
notes  used  to  be.  People  use  them  for  the  sort  of 
purchases  where  you  tend  to  put  your  hand  in 
your  pocket  rather  than  get  out  your  wallet.” 

Earlier  this  year  Mrs.  Thatcher  spoke 
favourably  about  keeping  the  paper  £1  note.  Now 
she  has  changed  her  view  from  her  comment,  “I 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  £1  note  will 
be  retained.” 

Also  on  its  way  out  is  the  halfpenny  coin, 
which  will  not  be  legal  tender  after  Dec.  3  1. 

Looking  ahead,  Stewart  said:  "I  think  the  £5 
note  will  be  with  us  for  many  years.  It  will  be  a 
feature  of  the  currency  for  a  very  long  time,  I  am 
sure.” —  Coin  World ,  U.S.A.,  5  December  1984.
